NOTICE  is  hereby  given  that,  by  Order  in  Coun¬ 
cil  No.  607,  approved  the  13th  day  of  March, 
1953,  His  Honour  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  approve  the  following 
regulations,  made  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the 
“  Public  Utilities  Act,”  being  chapter  277  of  the 
“  Revised  Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1948,”  and 
amendments  thereto: — 

Regulations  under  the  “  Public  Utilities  Act  ” 

1.  In  these  regulations: — 

( 1 )  “  Board  ”  or  “  the  Board  ”  means  the  Milk 
Board  as  constituted  under  the  “  Public 
Utilities  Act”: 

(2)  “Milk-dealer”  means  any  person  purchas¬ 
ing  or  otherwise  acquiring  milk  from  pri¬ 
mary  producers  and  selling  at  wholesale  or 
at  retail  milk  and  cream,  and  includes  any 
co-operative,  association,  or  agency  which 
sells  or  supplies  milk  at  wholesale  or  at 
retail  for  its  members  or  for  any  other 
primary  producer: 

(3)  “  Person  ”  includes  a  natural  person,  a  part¬ 
nership,  or  two  or  more  persons  having  a 
joint  or  common  interest,  and  a  corporation, 
and  the  words  in  the  singular  shall  include 
the  plural,  and  the  words  importing  the 
masculine  gender  shall  include  the  feminine: 

(4)  “  Primary  producer  ”  means  any  person  sell¬ 
ing  or  otherwise  supplying  milk  to  a  milk- 
dealer,  and  includes  any  co-operative,  associ¬ 
ation,  or  agency  which  sells  or  supplies  milk 
to  any  milk-dealer  for  its  members  or  for 
other  primary  producers. 

2.  On  or  before  April  1st,  1953,  every  milk- 
dealer,  before  being  issued  a  Milk  Board  Distrib¬ 
uter’s  Licence,  Class  I,  or  any  renewal  thereof,  shall 
establish  financial  responsibility  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Board  in  an  amount  sufficient  to  guarantee 
payment  for  all  milk  received  from  primary  pro¬ 
ducers,  whether  by  purchase  or  on  consignment, 
for  use  in  the  fresh  fluid-milk  trade  during  any  one- 
pay  period  as  hereinafter  provided  for.  Such  finan¬ 
cial  responsibility  shall  be  in  the  form  of:  — 


(1)  A  surety  bond  issued  by  an  assurance  or 
bonding  company  authorized  to  carry  on 
business  in  the  Province  of  British  Colum¬ 
bia,  and  payable  to  the  Board  upon  such 
conditions  and  in  such  amount  and  form  as 
may  be  required  by  the  Board,  which  bond, 
without  limiting  the  foregoing,  shall  require 
that  he,  the  milk-dealer,  will  promptly  pay 
all  moneys  due  to  his  primary  producers  for 
milk  used  in  the  fresh  fluid-milk  trade;  or 

(2)  Dominion  Government  or  Province  of  Brit¬ 
ish  Columbia  bonds  of  a  total  amount  satis¬ 
factory  to  the  Board  shall  be  assigned  to  and 
deposited  with  the  Board,  or  placed  in 
escrow  with  a  trustee  recognized  as  suitable 
and  satisfactory  to  the  Board,  for  use  only 
by  the  Board  or  the  trustee  to  cover  moneys 
due  in  the  event  the  milk-dealer  fails  to 
promptly  pay  any  primary  producer  for 
milk  supplied  for  use  in  the  fresh  fluid-milk 
trade.  Such  bonds  may  be  purchased  in 
instalments,  as  approved  in  writing  by  the 
Board,  and  the  accrued  interest  (only) 
thereon  as  due  from  time  to  time  may  be 
made  available  to  the  milk-dealer;  provided 
always  that  such  bonds  may  only  be  sur¬ 
rendered,  negotiated,  or  converted  at  ma¬ 
turity  with  the  written  approval  of  the 
Board;  or 

(3)  In  the  event  a  milk-dealer  is  unable  to  estab¬ 
lish  financial  responsibility  as  provided  in 
subsections  (1)  and  (2)  hereof,  he  shall 
jointly  with  the  Milk  Board,  or  any  author¬ 
ized  officer  thereof,  cause  a  special  account 
to  be  opened  in  any  chartered  bank  carrying 
on  business  within  the  area  in  which  he  is 
operating,  separate  and  distinct  from  any 
other  bank  account  operated  by  him,  and 
such  miik-dealer  shall  deposit  daily  into  said 
bank  account  sufficient  moneys  to  pay  in 
full  for  all  milk  received  by  him  from 
primary  producers  that  day  for  use  in  the 
fresh  fluid-milk  trade;  provided  that  when 
on  any  day  or  successive  days  his  bank  is 
not  open  for  business  the  milk-dealer  shall, 
on  the  next  ensuing  day  that  his  bank  is 
open  for  business,  deposit  sufficient  moneys 
to  pay  for  all  milk  received  by  him  from 
primary  producers  for  use  in  the  fresh  fluid- 
milk  trade  during  that  day  and  the  day  or 
days  on  which  his  bank  was  closed  for 
business.  A  copy  of  the  bank  deposit  slip 
for  each  and  every  deposit  made  into  said 
bank  account,  and  duly  initialled  by  an 
officer  of  the  bank,  shall  be  mailed  to  the 
local  office  of  the  Milk  Board  on  the  day 
such  deposit  is  made.  No  withdrawals  may 
be  made  from  said  bank  account  excepting 
by  cheque,  and  no  cheques  shall  issue  against 
said  bank  account  excepting  in  payment  for 
milk  received  from  primary  producers,  and 
such  cheques  shall  not  be  eligible  for  pay¬ 
ment  by  the  bank  unless  countersigned  by 
an  official  of  the  Board. 

3.  For  the  purpose  of  calculating  the  amounts 
deemed  to  be  satisfactory  by  the  Board  under  the 
provisions  of  subsections  (1),  (2),  and  (3)  of  sec¬ 
tion  1  hereof,  the  following  rules  shall  apply: — 

(1)  In  the  case  where  the  milk-dealer  makes 
payments  to  his  primary  producers  once 
monthly,  the  amount  required  under  subsec¬ 
tions  (1)  and  (2)  of  section  1  shall  be  the 
total  value  of  the  milk  required  by  the  milk- 
dealer  for  use  in  the  fresh  fluid-milk  trade 
during  the  preceding  month  of  October, 
plus  an  amount  equal  to  Vs  of  such  value: 

(2)  In  the  case  where  the  milk-dealer  makes 
payments  to  his  primary  producers  semi¬ 
monthly,  the  amount  required  under  subsec¬ 
tions  (1)  and  (2)  of  section  1  shall  be  2%i 
of  the  total  value  of  the  milk  required  by 
the  milk-dealer  for  use  in  the  fresh  fluid- 
milk  trade  during  the  preceding  month  of 
October: 

(3)  In  the  case  where  the  milk-dealer  opens  a 
special  bank  account  as  provided  for  in  sub¬ 
section  (3)  of  section  1,  the  amount  of  the 
daily  deposit  shall  be  of  the  total  value 
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of  the  milk  required  by  the  milk-dealer  for 
use  in  the  fresh  fluid-milk  trade  during  the 
preceding  month  of  October: 

(4)  Notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  sub¬ 
sections  (1),  (2),  and  (3)  hereof,  the  Board 
may  at  any  time  require  establishment  of 
such  additional  financial  responsibility  as  it 
deems  necessary. 

4.  In  the  case  where  a  milk-dealer  is  paying  cash 
on  delivery  for  milk  received  by  him  from  primary 
producers  for  use  in  the  fresh  fluid-milk  trade,  the 
provisions  of  sections  1  and  2  shall  not  apply. 

5.  Payment  for  milk  received  for  use  in  the  fresh 
fluid-milk  trade  shall  be  made  by  the  milk-dealer  to 
his  primary  producers  not  later  than  the  tenth  and 
(or)  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  each  month,  according 
to  the  written  approval  given  by  the  Board  pursu¬ 
ant  to  the  provisions  of  clause  (a)  of  subsection 
(2)  of  section  4  of  Order  No.  26  of  the  Board. 

6.  If  financial  responsibility  as  required  under 
the  provisions  of  these  regulations  is  not  established 
and  maintained,  the  licence  of  the  milk-dealer  in 
default  shall  become  automatically  revoked. 

7.  Form  A  which  is  appended  to  and  becomes 
part  of  these  regulations,  shall  be  the  form  of 
surety  bond  required  by  the  Board  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  subsection  (l)  of  section  2  hereof. 

8.  These  regulations  shall  have  effect  in  any  area 
prescribed  or  which  may  hereafter  be  prescribed 
in  any  Order  of  the  Board,  and  shall  be  effective 
on  and  after  the  1st  day  of  April,  1953.

“  55.  No  toll-gate  keeper  or  ferryman  shall  de¬ 
tain  or  delay  a  mail  on  pretense  of  demanding  toll 
or  ferriage,  but  the  same,  if  due  and  not  paid,  shall 
be  recoverable  in  the  usual  course  of  law  from  the 
person  liable.

“  93.  Every  one  who,  being  a  ferryman,  wilfully 
detains  or  delays  or  refuses  to  convey  over  a  mail 
at  his  ferry,  is  guilty  of  an  indictable  offence.”

PRIVATE  BILLS 


Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  applica¬ 
tion  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating  suffi¬ 
ciently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by 
or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one 
leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  news¬ 
paper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  elec¬ 
toral  districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be 
published  once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  news¬ 
paper  in  every  electoral  district  affected,  or  if 
there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in 
a  newspaper  published  in  the  electoral  district 
nearest  thereto. 

(4)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in  all 
cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four  weeks 
during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of 
the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration 
of  the  petition.

to  the  House.  And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended 
or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any 
Private  Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  here¬ 
inbefore  limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has 
been  received  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited, 
shall  in  cither  case  pay  double  the  fees  required 
in  respect  of  such  Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the 
House  shall  order  to  the  contrary. 

98.  (1)  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any  Private 
Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House, 
eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the  Ses¬ 
sion: — 

(a)  A  printed  copy  of  such  Bill:

103.  (1)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  incorpo¬ 
ration  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by 
reference  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts  re¬ 
lating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such 
Bills:  Special  grounds  shall  be  established  for 
any  proposed  departure  from  this  principle,  or  for 
the  introduction  of  other  provisions  as  to  such 
details,  and  a  note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill 
indicating  the  provisions  thereof  in  which  the 
general  Act  is  proposed  to  be  departed  from. 
Bills  which  are  not  framed  in  accordance  with 
this  Standing  Order  shall  be  recast  by  the  pro¬ 
moters  and  reprinted  at  their  expense  before  any 
Committee  passes  upon  the  clauses.
